In ntbr to deflect eritfeim cf fin Pratoria iwginw'a l»nrtal policy 
of aparthfid, Prime Minister Pieter Botha launched a public 
relations oflensive that could have been scripted by the best and 
'M^teM in AiMrican advertising. By clampiiig chnirn on <knneMic 
snd foreign media in South Africa, limitinK their access to "trouble 
spots" and requiring officiiil approval tor what news reporl.s did 
leave the country, the government aasumed complete control over 
what the world saw and read. Instead of footage of Black South 
Afrteans being gassed, shot and beaten, images were beamed to 
the world of a seemingly rational and nacKlerate Botha viaitt^ 
neighboring Black African countHw. 

But the Smith ^ican government MitH rely solely on thta 
censorship campaign -which, like the F"mp«Trir's new clothes, is 
transparent and fo<»l8 no one. They used more insidious tools to 
wU^MmIi Amt Image, Aa well as the (^cial government policy 
^bombing su^ected reb«'l strongholds and sending sfildiers to kill 
civilians and destroy hospital.s and st h(K»Is as far away as Angola, 
S<^tii African diplomats apparently hammered out an agi^nwnt- 
in-principle with war torn Angola and Cuba to withdraw from the 
former and grant Namibia independence. 

Time will tell if South AMm will retreat ttmm the ■grwiiient. 
as it has in the past. 

In ^Aapa the cruelest aad most cynical ploy, government 
sf)urces deliberately hinted in Octol)er about the imminent relt aw 
of jailed African National Congress leader Nelson Mandela, 
probably before Christmas. Black South Africans and much of the 
world held their ( ollccfive hrrath, wondering if by some quirk of 
fate Botha had rctilly chan^^cd But with Christmas 1988 a memory. 
Mandela- now 70 years old and m frail health—remains captive 
behind a barbed wire fence. This spate of foreign and domestic 
inittatl^ shmikl nai be mirtaken for a sudden etmversion on South 
Africa's part to a larger humanity or nrarality. The regime's actions 
clearly illustrate lU (te^Iy ingrained immorality. Nor should it 
be regarded ss a r^^al of long-established policy.

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Coming to terms 

Jackson's small semantic step is a giant leap for 'race' relations

Former Demorratic presidential 
candidati' Kev Jesse Jackson announced 
1^. 19, 1988 that the word "black" wouU 
no be part of hia vocatnilary . Afrkm- 
Amertcan will be his new lartn for refwring 
to "blacks" who were taken from Africa 
and have been an integral part of making 
U S history ever since 

Thia change in vocabulary may strike 
pw^to— both Euro- and Afro-American— as 
rtntqp, vmmee^Uf, and perhaiw even 
inflammatOFy. People who genuinely 
believe discrimination has<>d on race is 
unjust, immoral and historically obsolete 
may even feel this is an attempt to further sow division 
between "whites" and "blacks." But in fact the 
•Nii^(mm«M of the mwi "biMk" (mmd ^ ie^riieatiaB, 
"white") marks a decisive, bold new step in the history 
of "r«^" relations in the United States Moreover, rather 
thwtS^r that this i hangi- of lanfjuaye will create division 
and open up old wounds, we will come to realize that for 
the (Irrt time in U.S. history, a real basis for common 
fwund exists amwig the n^itH-ity Afro- and Eure- 
Avwrieans. And el mw lansua^ is part ^ 

making that new history 

Afro Americans have historically used terms of self- 
description which have their basis in the racist, colonial 
wigins of the African slave trade, U.S. slav^ and thm 
cwweHdattwa of our versmi et aparttoid (kf^fawi, 
iMmtattwy a^pviptwn vi penwns of Eu ropam diinaitt 
from those of African descent) in the period f(41owing tlw 
U S Civil War up until the great civil rights struggles of 
the 1950s and 1960s. Uriginally referred to as "Negros," 
which is Portuguese (the first major slave 
trade rs/iraporteri in the Wester hemisphere) for "black," 
the term has undergone several metapmorhoaes. 

"Celored peeple. ' "negro," or "nigger" (the Southern 
colloquialization of " negro" t— all of these terms have as 
their implicit starting point the 'white' race "White" is 
meant to «>nvey not just the "absence of color" (a racist

Bomrd flf 
Education (1964) overturned PUny v. Ferguton and

Now he's 
working on a project of his own-a satellite that will 
monitor the earth'i magnetic field and ami dMa back 
to the univenity. 

Cain didn't understand much about magnetic fields 
ttrtil be wast to college at Califw-nia Tech, where he 
p'aduated in 1960. 

"I became interested when a frtdmtw suggested that 
I should try this because it might he ftm," Cain said. 
"That was in 1^ and I've bam worU^ in (the 
ever since.'* 

tha magnetic field fiuctuates, and could affect 
emditioM on the planet, Cain's research is essential. He 
aaid Uw field acta as a blanket, imAecting the Earth from 
harmful radiation eraiUed by the nm. A radiaetioB aftha 
magnetic field could have an advene iH i^ ea tfv ^Mrt. 

"SiMM how then ia mrm a telatwa hatwem ti» 
eumtfa created pvtlchM coming in from tJw sun and 
unier atmosphere weather activity," Cain said. "But 
there hasn't been a solid link made. There is something 
ami we don't know hew to tbal with it." 

Experts have found cvMiMee in vi^ank rocks that 
suggeat thm mi^natlc fleM has i^n^ eoapletely and 
t^m fl^^ed, reveraing the piriee, many times in the paM 
The most recent occurrence was a million years ago, but 
as little as 20,000 yam Ae fteM iLu|Hiefl to near 
reversal levels. 

"Many wonder if the field will collapse compUtaly ia 
our Ume," Caia MkL "If it (fees, wa iraakl expect an 
i aenaas in raAatim aad dhaages in the wather, but 
the effects would he difRcult to predict."

tion of the group's ant ire 
recorded works. 

Skimming over the 
highlights of the four 
gome's solo efforts, Riley is 
best when discussing the 
Beatles' early work or 
spotlighting B-sidM and 
album cute that have evad- 
ed previous critical judge 
ment. He's hard on thi
